I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1967. 

The  birth  figures  this  year  are  a  record  of  actual  occurrences 
in  the  year  1967  and  not  registrations  as  previously.  The  total 
birth  figures  include  all  births  to  women  normally  resident  in  the 
area,  although  the  place  of  birth  in  the  majority  of  cases  is  in  the 
Bristol  Maternity  Hospitals.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  is 
about  half  of  the  national  average . 

The  numbers  of  deaths  still  relate  deaths  registered  in  the  year 
1967,  and  not  occurrences  of  deaths  in  1967.  Deaths  included  are  of 
persons  normally  residing  in  the  area,  including  persons  in  hospitals, 
nursing  homes  and  old  persons  homes,  who  have  been  there  for  more  than 
six  months .  Allowance  for  such  institutions  is  made  when  computing  the 
area  comparability  factor. 

1967  shews  the  highest  notification  rate  for  measles  in  the 
past  six  years.  Now  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  decided  to  have  a 
national  measles  vaccination  campaign,  to  immunise  all  susceptible 
children  over  the  age  of  two,  the  number  of  cases  should  fall  dramatically. 

As  the  Council  knows,  a  great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  to 
further  the  Yeo  Valley  Main  Drainage  Scheme,  by  members,  the  staff  of 
Maynard,  Froud  and  Stevens  and  the  Surveyor's  Department.  At  the  time  of 
writing  this  report,  it  seems  highly  probable  that  constructional  work 
will  commence  in  1968. 

The  local  authority  housing  programme  was  slowed  down,  by  various 
misfortunes,  with  the  exception  of  old  persons  dwellings.  Improvement 
grants  increased  from  30  in  1 9 66  to  52  in  1967* 

The  number  of  carcasses  inspected  under  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations,  has  again  increased,  but  the  amount  of  carcasses  and  offal 
condemned  has  decreased. 

As  usual,  I  am  indebted  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for 
much  of  the  preparation  of  this  report,  and  most  of  the  work  described 
herein  is  an  account  of  some  of  their  work.
